Put-
ins; the ten weeks In Brazil more than
200 snakes wcro killed, fifteen serious
accidents happened to the players In
the company and three fires occurred.

A cannibal llluge covering three
acres of ground was built and burped
to the ground during the action of the
play and rebuilt from another angle and
again burned when Tarzan, at the head
of the group of elephants, roved through
the tillage to avenge the death of his

Nino carH, six rullman and three bag-
gage, wero required to transport the
company from Los Angeles to New Or-

leans, where a number of scenes were
staged. Sixteen sheds, similar to those
at our army cantonments, were erected
In Brazil for the housing of tho mem-
bers of tho company, and a small church
wai built, in which services In various
religions were held on each (Sunday.

Testerday and the day before Philadel-
phia heard for the first time real Ukral-- 1

nlan music and saw tho thrilling, reck-
less dances which fero to release tha
tremendous buoyancy of the peasant
nature. Tho four operettas produced
at the Walnut Street Theatre mado
the American "comic operas" shrink Into
a shameful Insignificance by compari-
son. Melody, harmony, histrionic and
vocal ability far outshone anything on
the American stage today.

Ukrainian muilc Is essentially Slavic,
but unlike tho Busslan It has u more
optimistic feeling. The Inevitable fatal-
ism of tho Muscovites, which Is always
present In the folk songs as well as
the compositions of tho recognized com-
posers, Is almost totally absent from
tho melodies of "little Itussla," To
the contrary, thero Is a touch of the
carefree Magyar In tho niutlc. The
melodies flow without the depressing re-

straint of the utter futility of every-
thing. The harmonies are ns many-voice- d

nnd complex nnd the rhythms aa
emotional ns we find In Buasiau chorals.

The United States hhould have an op
portunity to hear and seo tho Ukrainian
singers. Fortunately, the trail has been '

blazed By "The Land of Joy." And
without underestimating the value of
this Spanish production, the Ukrainian
musla Is of a much better character, the
dances nnd costumes fully as pictur-
esque, and tho voices Infinitely superior.
A. judicious collection oft tho peasant
songs and dances, interspersed with
comment such ns Julius Tanncn pro-
vided 111 "Tho Land of Joy," would
make an evenings entertainment long
to be remembered.
